In Haiti, a small monthly stipend was provided for 55 Haitian preachers and 9 leaders in their church organization. A total of 305 
preachers work with HPC. 

In the Dominican Republic, a small monthly stipend was provided for a field director. Nine additional preachers work with HPC. 



In Ukraine, designated funds were forwarded to one American missionary on the field. 
One Ukrainian preacher was given a small monthly stipend.

In Ukraine, minimal assistance was given to help with a weekly Bible club and a weekly youth night.
